1949 Cotton Crop

The agriculture department today 
forecast this year's cotton crop at 
14,805,000 bales 
of £00 
pounds 
gross weight each as of Ang. 1. 
This 
estimate 
compares with 


14,868,000 bales produced last year, 
and with a ten-year (1938-47) aver- 
ago of 11,306,000 bales. 
Being larger than 
prospective 


market 
requirements, 
the 
crop 


foreshadowed a return to prewar 
production controls for the 1950 
crop. 
Supplementing this year's 


crop is a carryover surplus of 
about 5,600,000 bales from prev- 
ious years' crops, a large part of 
which is held by the department 
under price support programs. 


The yield qf lint cotton per acre 


was indicated at 
274.4 pounds, 
compared with 813-1 pounds last 
year and 254 for the ten-year av- 
ernge. 
The condition of the crop on 
Aug. 1 was reported at 80 per- 
cent of normal compared with 85 
n year ago and 70 for the ten-year 
average. 
In an accompanying report, the 


census buread sold 297,843 run- 
ning bales of this yeow' cr»p-had 
been ginned prior to Aug. 
1. 


This compared with 258,972 gin- 
ned to the same date last year and 
193 638 year before last.

Jones Sees "Power Oi God" As Cause

Jones was sentenced to death fo 
the shotgun slaying of H. C. Lovi 
Jr., outside Jones' grocery In Floj 
da/da in 1946.

Harold M. LaFont, then dlstric 
attorney as Plainvlew, said toda 
that Jones' defense was the "un 
written law." The first convictio 
was reversed by the court of crim 
Inal appeals and a second trial wa 
held in Crosby county. Jones agal 
was found guilty and the sentenc 
was upheld by the court of crim 
nal appeals. 


"I dp not deny this killing," Jone 
told Reid, "but I did not kill him 
with malice as I have been charge 
by, the state. My wife and I kno 
the reason for the killing. The ma 
I killed was one of my best friend 
I saw and heard this man destroy 
Ing my home. If I had had rellgio 
In my heart as I have now, th 
probably never would have hap 
pened.

ago on a trip planned to restore his 
health, which was damaged by ex- 
posure when ho fell unconscious 
last Christmas night in a snowcov- 
ered Hold near his Maryland es- 
tate. 
Welles, still weak from his brush 
with death, explained July 7 that 
he was making the trip to "try to 
get my health back." 
Tho former diplomat had collap- 
sed on a walk and fallen Into an 
icy stream. He was found several 
hours later. He had expected to re-

2. American Ambassador 
John 
Lelghton Stuart and other diplo- 
mats from the Communist area of 
China are due here Wednesday.

and advice on what this country 
may do to accomplish anything 
against the Communist regime in- 
side China. 
8. Raymond Fosdlck, president of 


the Rockefeller Foundation, is due 
here tonight to begin his work with 
Ambassador Philip Jessup, Ache- 
son's number one trouble shooter 
on the new China policy. 


4. The State Department expects 


soon to receive reports from Shan- 
ghai and other Communist area 
cities telling how many Americans 
want to Uavt China at one*.

lack of wisdom. The Walsh 
Healy Public Contracts Law. 
under which Secretary To 
bin issued his steel wage or 
der, give the secretary of la- 
bor a powerful whip over all 
industry, if he should choose 
to use it as a whip. 


This possibility of abuse 


is p 'esent in all social legis 
lation, and is a point whicn 
should get much thought at 
this time when more exten- 
sive legislation in that gen- 
eral class is under consider- 
ation. Public vigilance Is al- 
ways needed to 
protect 


democracy. It is more than 
ever needed when govern- 
ment is moving in the field 
of soeial welfare.

It faced the 
same determined, well organized 
foes as the still-unredeemed cam- 
paign pledge to repeal the Taft- 
Hartley law. 


Democratic leaders were back- 
Ing a compromise bill introduced 
last week by Chairman Leainsk 
(D-Mich) to the housa labor com- 
mittee. Many Southern Democrats 
and Republicans were lined up ten 
tatively behind a measure sponsor- 
ed' by Rep. Lucas (D-Tex), a laboi 
committee member.
